It measures 4.200 feet 
in length and is designed to car­ 
ry sewage from three schools 
and homes in Winder Village to 
the

The line, installed at the direc­ 
tion of the

School Authority 
in 
the

1950’s, has since 
been 
turned 
over to the Falls Sewer Author­ 
ity, which in turn entered into 
an agreement whereby the Bris­ 
tol Township 
Authority 
would 
purchase the line for approxi­ 
mately $40,000. 
Commissioner 
H a r r y 
W 
Fawkes, in calling for the in­ 
vestigation, claimed “the line is 
only six or seven years old and 


is almost inoperative.” He said 
the line should “last for 40 or 
50 years.” 
He said it already has cost 
over $30,000 to repair parts of 
the line which services Delhaas 
High School, FDR and Lafayette 
Schools. “How much more is it 
going to cost to be able to use 
the line or buy it?” Fawkes ask­ 
ed the board. “I want to know 
who goofed,” he declared. 


It was learned by the Courier- 
Times today that $30,682 has 
already been spent in repairs on 
the sewer line. This 
includes 
$15,000 for cleaning the line and
